ome students take shop 

classes to prepare for jobs 

after school, some go to 

the military, and many 
are content with only a high 
school degree. Other students, 
however, choose to go to college 
after high school. 

College is a major step but it 
is not even an option for some 
because cost is a major factor. 
The ones that have the option 
also have many college choices 
to make. Locally, college tuition 
ranges from about $4,000 to 
$18,000 or more a year. The 
tuition of Mountain Empire 
College (community college) is 
about $4,000; it costs approxi- 
mately $7,000 for Clinch Val- 
ley College (division of UVA); 


Expenses are around $18,000 
for Emory and Henry College 
(private college); it’s $9,000 
for William and Mary College 
(public university); and about 
$16,000 for Washington and 
Lee University (private college). 

Other colleges, like Berea 
College and Alice Lloyd Col- 
lege, require that students work 
their way through the college 
years to pay for tuition. 

Even though college is a 
worthwhile and valuable expe- 
rience, it is a very expensive 
investment and one which stu- 
dents should begin saving for 
and checking out their scholar- 
ship or work study options ear- 
ly.
